She did not 
wish to seem odd.

its Efiects om the Tiuck Farms— Market 
Gardners Getting in the Spring Crops, 
rom the Sayannah, Ga., News. 

Winter and spring have met together and kissed 
each other for several days past. The raw, chilly 
weather of February’s closing days was @riven off 
by the approach of higher temperature, and the 
beginning of March has thus far been as bright 
aud pleasant as May. 

The market gardens are beginning to feel the 
favoring influences, and after the cold, rainy and 
unfavorable weather which has prevailed during 
most of the winter, the yegetable fields are in 
readiness to begin an active growth. The severe 
frosts earlyin the season hada damaging eTect 
on many of the crops, notably on peas 
and cabbages. The pea crop is 
almost an entire failure, and the winter cabbage 
crop is not much better. The spring crop promis>s, 
however, to be large. The markets are very back- 
ward, and vegetablesare in demand at good prices.

BARRIOS BALKED. 


THE ATTEMPTED CONSOLIDATION 
IN CENTRAL AMERICA. 


The Four Threatened Republics Profuse in Their 
Therks to MexieO~Quatamela Likely to Push 
the Project—United — : War Ships 

Sentitothe Scene of i 
LinertaD;San Salvador, via. Galveston, 
March l4.—The“@rm attitude assumed by 
Mexico in behalf of fReautonomy of San Sal- 
vador, Nicaragua and Costa Riea, against the 
threatened usurpation of President Barrios, of 
Guatemala, excites grateful enthusiasm 
throughout the three republics. The deter- 
mination of the people of these countries té 
resist the incorporation into one republic un- 
der the domination of Barrios, continues 
Steadfast, and the fall of Barrios is 
considered certain. The Mexican legation, 
which has been directed to leave Guatemala 
and proceed to San Salvador, is expected to 
reach the latter city within a tew days. Tho 
forces of San Salvador are being concentrated 
on the frontier of Guatemala. The general 
Opinion here is that the scheme of Barrios will 
meet with an ignomivious failure. 


The Action of Diaz Approved. 

City or Mexico, via Galveston, March 14. 
The action ot the Mexican government in 
eondemning General Barrios’s pretensions, is 
warmly commended by the newspapers of this 
city, almost all of them recommending that 
if it should be necessary to put Barrios down 
the Mexican army be sent to aid San Salvador 
and Nicaragua. It is’ considered by many 
here that if Barrios should succeed in making 
bimself dictator of Central America, the next 
attempt would be on the Mexican states of 
Tabasco and Chiapas.

American Vessels Under Orders. 

Wasuinetoy, March 14.—The secretary ot! 
ibe navy to-day directed by telegraph the 
commanders of the Wachusett and Shanan- 
doah, of the north Atlantic squadron, now 
near New Orleans, to proceed at once to Cen- 
tralAmerica. ‘The commanders of the three 
vessels of the squadron remaining near New 
Orleans, were directed to hold themselves in 
readiness to execute similar orders. Of the 
north Atlantic squadron three vessels, the 
Engisto,the Powhattan and the Swatara, are 
now in Central American waters. The entire 
squadran will be held subject to orders from 
Washington. These movements are under- 
stood to have direct reference to the endeavo 
of Genera! Barrios to make himself “supreme 
military chief of Central America.”
